To  allow  time  for  procure- 
ment of  authorized  nonstandard  ittms  and  to  allow  our  soldiers  some 
wearout  time  for  unauthorized  nonstandard  icems  already  purchased,  the 
unauthorized  items  will  be  phased  out  over  a  pei iod  of  months.   Effective 
1  Jan  79,  the  only  nonstandard  icems  authorized  for  wear  will  be  those  list- 
ed in  references  A,  B,  and  Ct   In  the  interim,  no  new  nonstandard  items 
will  be  authorized  for  wear  and  soldiers  will  not  purchase  items  not 
authorized  by  the  references.

Listed  below  are  several  surface  mishaps  which 
occurred  during  FY  78.   Supervisors  and  commanders  should  bring  these  mis- 
haps to  the  attention  of  all  personnel  in  an  effort  to  avoid  recurrence  of 
similar  mishaps.   b-   A  general  mechanic  at  MATES  received  a  burn  while 
working  on  the  electrical  system  of  an  M106  when  the  tool  he  was  using 
slipped  and  caught  his  wedding  ring  on  the  battery  box.   Four  lost  work- 
days resulted  due  to  this  mishap.   c.   A  burn  on  the  face  occurred  when  a 
heavy  mobile  equipment  mechanic  took  an  unsafe  position  while  performing 
maintenance  and  repair  on  an  M88  retriever-   The  vehicle  backfired  in  his 
face  resulting  in  seven  lost  workdays,   d.   An  M35A2  vehicle  was  being 
utilized  by  an  aircraft  maintenance  team  to  provide  compressed  air  in  the 
performance  of  routine  maintenance  of  UH-1  helicopter.   Additionally,  the 
vehicle  was  also  used  as  a  maintenance  stand,  which  required  the  reposition- 
ing of  the  vehicle.   Just  prior  to  the  accident,  vehicle  has  been 
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repositioned  and  left  parked  in  gear.   As  starter  was  engaged,  the  engine 
started  and  vehicle  moved  forward  striking  aft  section  of  the  aircraft 
Property  damage  incurred  was  $1,605,22. 

703   WRONG  AMMUNITION,  a   Recently  a  serious  accident  occurred  because 
a  soldier  fired  the  wrong  annunition  (Type  M74A1  Simulator,  Projectile) 
from  the  M203  Grenade  Launcher,   In  adaiticn  after  the  weapon  failed  to 
fire  the  wrong  misfire  procedure  was  used  to  clear  the  weapon,  resulting 
in  predetonation  of  the  round-   Only  the  ammunition  listed  in  TM  7- 
1010-221-10,  Operators  Manual,  -,0mm  Grenade  Launcher,  may  be  safely  used 
in  this  weapon.   Familiarty  and  compliance  with  the  above  reference 
would  have  averted  this  accident.   It  is  imperative  that  measures  be 
taken  to  prevent  further  misuse  of  both  weapon  and  ammunition. 

704\  CARBON  MONOXIDE  TESTERS-   a.   The  Safety  Office  has  had  several 
inquiries  concerning  the  article  on  carbon  monoxide  which  appeared  in  the 
last  issue  (May  78)  of  our  Safety  News  Bulletin.   Your  interest  in  this 
hazard  is  rewarding-   Too  often  a  slight  headache  or  nausea  is  over- 
looked.  Hazard  recognition  is  the  ability  to  identify  the  hazard  through 
knowledge  and  equipment  and  check  or  remove  the  hazard.   CTA  50-900 
authorizes  equipment  of  this  nature  to  be  on  hand  in  each  state.   It 
identifies  the  following  items  and  where  it  should  be  utilized: 

(1)  Line  Item  #E-5  7351  Combustible  Gas  Indicator  Set,  Portable 
Commercial  -  1  per  (CSMS) 

(2)  Line  Item  #  G-04i63  Detector  Kit-  Carbon  Monoxide,  Colorimetric 
per  closed  area  where  carbon  monoxide  fumes  may  create  a  hazard 
(OMS),

using  units  or  facilities, 

705 '   REELING  MACHINE,  RL-3.y*J.   a   The  crank  handle  on  the  RL-31  is  held 

on  the  axle  on  the  RL-3i  by  a  spring  loaded  bail  which  seats  in  a  detent 

in  the  axle.   When  new  and/or  in  good  condition  this  combination  works  well 

to  hold  the  handle  on  the  axle.   However,  when  the  ball  retainer  fills  with 

sand  or  dirt,  or  when  the  spring  ,ooses  its  "push",  or  when  the  handle  and/or 

axle  wears   co  a  sloppy  fit,  the  handle  can  easily  slide  off  of  the  axle 

while  rewinding  wire   During  easy,  low  force  winds  this  seldom  happens. 

About  50%  of  che  time,  however,  the  RL-31  is  used  to  pull  short  runs 

of  wire  from  hard-to-pull  areas  (such  as  out  of  trees)   and  the  operator 

must  use  considerable  cranking   force.   Should  the  handle  slip  under 

these  conditions,  two  types  of  accidents  are  possible:   the  operator 

falls  or  the  lever  arm  portion  of  the  handle  spins  on  its  handle  hitting 

the  operator.   b.   Hq  CERCOM  states  that  the  design  of  the  subject 

equipment  will  have  io  be  tolerated,  and  the  following  "caution1*  notices 

observed : 

(1)   The  crank  and  axle  should  be  examined  and  declared  unservice- 
able if  there  is  excessive  slippage  of  parts  during  cranking. 
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(2)   The  GC-4A  CRANK  HANDLE  SHOULD  BE  REMOVED  WHEN  NOT  IN  USE. 
IT  SHOULD  BE  USED  ONLY  FOR  REELING- IN  OPERATIONS.
